San Diego. Cab, July 22. —Thirty* 
nine (b ad bodies are lying at morgues. 
on piers and on a deck 01 a ruined 
vessel 
of the 
United 
States navy; 
scores of men are lying grievously or 
painfully injured in sanitariums and 
hospitals, and fifteen .sailors are miss­ 
ing and probably have found death 
in the waters of the harbor as a result 
of an explosion of a boiler on board 
the United States gunboat Benning­ 
ton. 
The Bennington at the time of tho 
accident was lying In the stream lust 
off the commercial wharf at the foot 
of H street. The warship had received 
orders from the navy department at 
Washington to sail for Port Hartford, 
where she was to meet tin 
monitor 
Wyoming and convoy the vessel to 
Mare Island navy yard. 
Steam was 
up and everything was in readiness 
for sailing, when suddenly and with­ 
out warning whatever, the starboard 
forward boiler exploded with a deaf­ 
ening roar. 
The explosion xx us ter­ 
rine. 
People standing on the glint 
saw a huge cloud of white steam rhs 
above the Bennington, 
Columns of 
water were hurled into the air and for 
a distance of nearly twice the height 
of the spars of tne vessel. 
It was immediately apparent that an 
awful disaster of some kind had hap­ 
pened on board the warship. 
The fer­ 
ryboat Romona was coming across the 
bay at the time of the accident. 
Cap­ 
tain Bertelsen of the Romona imme­ 
diately gave orders 
to change the 
course of the boat, and instead of con­ 
tinuing isis trip to the San Diego side 
of the bay. hurried to the side of the 
stricken warship. 
Tugs, launches and 
other water craft which were near the 
scene at the time also rushed to the 
assistance of the Bennington and en­ 
deavored to lend every assistance pos­ 
sible 
By the time the Romona had arrived 
many of the sailors of the Bennington 
who had jumped into the bay to es­ 
cape the scalding steam had been res­ 
cued and the removal of the wounded, 
which already had been commenced. 
was being conducted in perfect order. 
The crews of the local craft present 
lent, yeoman aid in picking up the 
wounded sailors and transferring them 
to the shore 
At the time of the accident Com­ 
mander L od en Young and Surgeon F. 
E. Peck were on shore. 
The two off! 
cera. as soon as they learned of the 
disaster, hurried to the water front, 
where Commander Young immediately 
took charge. 
On board th** Bennington were pre 
sented terrible scenes 
Tile force of 
the explosion had torn a great hole 
In the starboard side of the ship and 
the vessel was already commencing to 
list. 
A section of the upper deck was 
carried 
away 
from 
st< ai 
to stern. 
Blood and wreckage were distributed 
over the entire ship, the after cabin 
and the vicinity of the ship adjacent 
to tho exploded boiler resembling a 
charnel house. 
Over it all hung the 
great cloud of white smoke. 
A dozen or fifteen were blown over­ 
board by tin* fore* of tile terrific ex 
plosion. 
Persons who were looking 
at the Bennington xvhen the disaster 
occurred say they saw human bodies 
hurled over a hundred feet upward 
The air was black wit Ii smoke which 
enveloped the ship, 
When it cb ar. I 
away only a few men could b * seen 
on the decks, while a number xv re 
floundering in the water 
A boat wa- 
lowered from the vessel’s side and 
most of them were picked up and 
taken on board. 
The shock of the explosion ne ne 
trated every section of th** ship, '< ' od 
and ashes being found as far si 
ti’.* 
stern cl the captain’s cabin. 
P o rt1 no 
of the upper deck were jparri ai awa 
and great dam age xx a.' done in all s* o 
tions, 
The bodies of many of the 
men taken from the wrecked interior 
of the ship 
were mutilated 
almost 
beyond 
recognition. 
Th*' 
faces 
of 
many were covered with blood and 
ashes. 
Commander Young as soon as 
he reached the ship gave orders that 
the airtight compartments he closed 
to prevent the listing ship sinking, and 
that the magazin* s tie flooded to avert 
further explosions. 
Temporary quarters ashore were a r­ 
ranged for the wounded, and sixty 
citizens volunteer, d and hurried in 
launches to Die relief of those on tie* 
ill-fated ship. 
Some of the volunteers 
were unable to s md the sickening 
sight which met th* ir ca < on the Ben 
nit)glom 
As fast as the wounded 
could be removed they xvere hurried 
to the hospitals. 
For a long time the hot steam pre­ 


vented access to the space between 
decks where most of the dead bodies 
lay. and it was not until some hours 
later th rt th* last were removed from 
the boiler rooms. 
Several bodies xvere 
tightly wedged in bx a bulkin id that 
the woodwork mid to bt* hewn away 
to ti 
fhi-ni 
Most in t i c bodies yet 
(odd. oifi< d have been mangled almost 
beyond hopi1 ot rec*>gnit ion. 
i he bt lier which exploded, it is said, 
xx as regarded as unsafe 
Commander 
Tonne 
Cm] that din ing I he re* tit 
return from Honolulu the steam was 
kept reduced in that particular one. 
WI', rn the exnloaion occurred the en ­ 
gineer wa 
inspecting the boiler as a 
preliminary

Officers and men who xvere ah!*! to

The Bennington left tins port about 
three months ago and went to Hono­ 
lulu as station ship at that port. 
On 
July 7 she sailed from the Hawaiian 
port and went to San Diego, arriving 
them* on Wednesday last, 
When she 
sailed from Honolulu she was under 
orders to go to San Diego and there 
fill her bunkers with coal, then pro­ 
ceed to Panama, calling at numerous 
ports 
along 
the 
Central 
American 
coast. 
She was to take tho place of 
th*- monitor Wyoming as station ship 
• here.

Johnson was burned beyond recogni­ 
tion, the fierce flames eating her legs 
and arms off. 
It is supposed that she 
inhaled the flames at the first explo­ 
sion. 
She was not dead when William 
Klanke reached the scene, but the m a­ 
chine was too heavy for him to lift 
It and drag her from under. 
He m a n ­ 
aged to raise one side a few inches so 
Dale could crawl out. 
The m achine 
m ust have been going at a trem endous 
speed, as it jum ped a wire fence at 
the roadside and landed upside down 
In a field.
